Mr. Beale had nota 
word of disparagement for Mr. Adams, but 
be did not think length of service or age 
ought to be the chief qualifications ina Co- 
gressional aspirant. He thought it would be 
a good idea to try new blood in order to re- 
store the old-time Republican majority in 
the district. Mr. Willits was not inexperi- 
enced in public life. He had served in a 
subordinate capacity in legislative work at 
the State Capital, and as the son of a former 
Michigan Congressman he inherited legis- 
lative capacity. Mr. Beale was loudiy ap- 
plauded. The cheering was kept up for two 
minutes, the occupants of the galleries join- 
ing in the applause. 

Col. Thompson then took the floor and at 
once invited opposition and hostile criticism 
by seconding Mr. Adams’ nomination in be- 
half of “sixteen of the twenty delegates 
from Mr. Willits’ own ward.” The disap- 
proval manifested at this utterance did not 
deter Thompson, who said: Mr. Beale re- 
ferred to Mr. Willits’ services at Springfield.

He spoke in the warmest 
terms of Mr. Willits, whom he was delighted 
to call a friend, and who had conducted 
the canvass in the most courteous and 
gentlemanly manner. He hoped that 
any feelings excited by the canvass would be 
allayed soon. He alluded to the necessity of 
unity and harmony among Republicans in 
order to maintain the Republican majority ip 
Congress. When he was first elected ther 
was a Democratic majority of sixty. It bad 
been reduced to forty, then to twenty. Now 
the Republicans had a majority, and would 
retain it despite Democratic gerrymander- 
ing if the Republican voters of the South 
could have their votes counted and if the 
Hepubl.cans of the North and West did their

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ITS COMMENTS ON SITES. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


The Talk That Has Been Called Forth by 
the Way the Body Treated the Various 
Locations Proposed for the Great Ex- 
position—The West Side Believed to Be 
Out of the Kace—The Latest Develop- 
ments Around Headquarters. . 

The report of the Committee on Buildings 
and Grounds was about the only subject dis- 
cussed around the headquarters of the 
Worid’s Columbian Exposition yesterday 
and there was great diversity of opinion as 
toexactly what it portended. 

think.“ said one official, that the re- 
quest lor more time indicates that the com- 
mittee expects to decide on and report a 
single site.“ 

„It is my opinion,” said another, that the 
delay is asked simply to give the commit 
tee more time in which to secure and report 
details and definite proposals for the sites 
report the same sites next time, but will give 
it has already reported. I think it will 
more definite information as to the difii- 
culties to be surmounted in securing them 


and the cost of preparing them for Exposi- 


uon purposes.“ 

No one seems to be exactly suited with the 
report, as every one would have preferred to 
have his site starred more in it, but Carter 
Harrison et al. are the most troubled. One 
clause in the report shows that they are 
practically out of the race, It reads: 

It will be seen that the use of 300 acres at this 
price would impose a burden of $540,000 for three 
years’ rent alone. The committee looks upon this 
feature, if it shall appear to be an approximate 
estimate even of rental cost, as one that puts 
that particular site out of consideration. 

„They ask too much,” said a director. 
“They not only demand the Fair as their 
right, but they also wish us to pay for the 
privilege of putting it there.”’ 

And this while the other sites have been 
offered free. They seem to have overreached 
tnemselves, for it is the only site mentioned 
in the report that is positively disapproved 
of. Even the north shore site gets a better 
recommendation, but one uot sufficient to 
make it really in the contest. While itis 
found most acceptable in every other respect, 


its lack of transportation facilities seems to 


condemn it im the minds of the committee. 

This leaves only the Lake-Front and Jack- 
son Park, and every one around the com- 
mittee-rooms seems to take it for granted 
that they are the only two that really stand 
a show to win the prize. They consider the 
others out of it for the reasons above stated 
and discuss only the merits and chances of 
the two. 

Of these the Lake-Front is believed to 
stand in the lead at present, but still with no 
certainty of winning. 

From the report,” said one of the men 
who has been watching matters closely, 
1 gather that the subcommittee that 
drew up the report is in favor of 
the Lake-Front if che members become 
satisfied that the Fair can be success- 
fully nela there. They admit that there are 
objections to it, but they think that the legal 
questions can oe settled ana the ground pre- 
pared intime. They say in their report that 
they believe that these difficulties can be 
overcome, and there 1s little question but 
that they asked for more time to investigate 
more thoroughly as to the dest means of 
overéoming them: But they mention one 
objection that, if it 

“If it will congest the heart of the city the 
site will have to be abandoned, no matter if 
every other objection can be overcome. The 
question has been raised frequently and dis- 
cussed pro and con. The committee mentions 
it, and it must decide. If it believes it will 
seriously interfere with traffic and injure 
business it cannot conscientiously report the 
site. Ithink that is one of the things that 
is troubling the committee now. If it decides 
that to be a valid objection it cannot over- 
come it.“ 

Wants to Correct an Error. 

Two objections only are raised to Jackson 
Park in the report. One is that of distance, 
but the transportation facilities are ad- 
mitted to be excellent. The other is that it 
would cost $500,000 to fillitin. This latter is 
most emphatically denied by Frank I. Ben- 
nett, a real-estate man, who backs up his de- 
nial with two proposiuons. His letter is as 
tollows: 

CHICAGO, June 14.—Committee on Grounds 
and Buildings—Gentlemen: In your port on 
sites I notice the extravagant statement that it 
will cost $500,000 to fill Jackson Park. Your 
source of information on this subject is not good. 
Two-thirds of Jackson Park is now high and dry, 
and all is underlaid with sandy soil easily 
drained. I make you the following proposition, 
which I request youto submit to the directors 
with your report—to wit.: 

1. I will drain Jackson Park, so that it will be 
dry in all portions (except where artificial lakes 
have been excavated), for the sum of $10,000, 

2. I will construct a system of sewer mains of 
sufficient capacity to carry all sewage from the 
World’s Fair buildings, located in Jackson Park, 
including drainage, for the sum of $150,000, 

These propositions are open to acceptance by 
the directory at any time hereafter. Respect- 
fully yours, FRANK I. BENNETT. 

The whole question of site now is more one 
of removing objecuons than of showing the 
advantages. The advantages of the sites are 
pretty well known. How the difficulties per- 
taining to each can be overcome is a matter 
for thought and study. To this the Commit- 
tee on Buildings and Grounds is now devoting 
itself, but the prevailing impression seems 
to be that it will report no single site. The 
subcommittee, consisting of Messrs. Pike 
and Aldis, cannot, as it is empowered only to 
discover how and on what terms the avuila 
ble sites can be secured. : 

At headquarters there were no committee 
meetings and but few caliers. Friday had 
been a sort of climax for an important week, 
and every one seemed to be resting for the 
labors of the next week when more impor- 
tant matters are tocomeup. Some interest- 
ing letters were received, however, among 
them one from Romyn Hitchcock of the 
Smithsonian Institution asking to be ap- 
pointed representative of the Columbian 
Exposition in China. In his opinion China 
should receive as much attention as Japan. 
He has made a special study of the Japanese 
and their civilization, ancient customs, tra- 
ditions, religion, and art, and his deep inter- 
est in the subject has brought him 
to the conclusion that the source and 
inspiration of much that we regard as 
Japanese is traceable to China. The pro- 
ductions of China are well known in com- 
merce, he writes, but very little is known, 
even by foreign residents in the country, of 
the character, extent, and methods of the 
native industries. He would make this an 
important feature of the exhibit in Chicago. 

R. Borthwick of Gueiph, Ont., also has a 
suggestion to make, although it is not to the 
World's Fair officigis. He writes to Tun 
TRIBUNE to say that he has a scheme that 
would be of value to those having in charge 
the Columbus Tower, described some weeks 
ago. He writes: “My scheme is purely an 
experiment, and if successful would prove a 
great boon in densely crowded localities. 
And as it would require a tower similar in 
height to the proposed tower to prove it suc- 
cessfully I don’t see why it could not be 
made part of or attached to the proposed 
tower. My scheme if successful is patent- 
able.“ 

Mr. Borthwick, however, falls to give the 

test intimation as to what his scheme is, 
although he solicits correspondence,

Pleads Not Guilty and Waives Ex- 
amination at Fargo Yesterday.

Bailey, one of the men who ropbed a North- 

ern Pacitic train at New Salem a week ugo 

and who was captured two days later by 

Sheriff Hayes of Dickinson, was arraigned 

before United States Commissioner Spalding 

for preliminary hearing here today.

GREAT LOSSES BY FLOODS, 


ROCKFORD SUDDENLY DELUGED WITH 
WATERS FROM TWO OREEKS, 


The City’s Damages Estimated at $300,- 
000—The Railroads Also Heavy Suffer- 
ers—Many Houses in Joliet Fliooded— 
Serious Losses to Farmers—The Storm 
General and Many Places Under Water 
-The Rock River Rapidiy Swelling. 

RockForp, III., June 14.—| Special. ]—Roci- 
ford was last night visited by the most fearful 
storm that has occurred here for over thirty 
years. Not since 1888 has such a terrible del- 
uge visited this district. It was ‘cloudy and 
threatening during the early evening. About 
8 0’clock it began to rain. Then came thunder 
and lightning. At least six houses were 
struck by lightning, but the torrents of rain 
prevented any serious fires and no people 
were injured. 

The railroads suffered most. It is estimated 
that the damages to them in and about this 
city is about $100,000. The Illinois Central is 
the greatest sufferer. lts tracks are swept 
away in froat of the new depot and under- 
mined, so that a solid masonry bed will prob- 
ably have to de laid. So suddenly did the 
water do its work that an Illinois Central 
freight train that was “ maxing up in the 
yards skirted by Kent’s Creek was let down 
into the stream betore it could be 
pulled’ out. The torrent swept around a 
curve and undermined the track, causing it 
to cave in. The Illinois Central people es- 
timate their damage between Chicago and 
Freeport at $125,000. Not a train has been 
run today, and the officials are offering 30 
cents an hour for men to work on the track. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul com- 
pany is the next heaviest sufferer. The road 
js badly washed out between here and Rock- 
ton. so that no trains will run north for sev- 
eral days. A freight-tram coming. in 
about midnight was ditched into the creek, 
the crew barely tscuping by crawling over 
the cars. A passenger, George E. Hall of 
this city, was swept into the stream and 
clung to a post for two hours, when help ar- 
rived. A car-load of hogs was tipped into 
the river. Nearly ail of the hogs were killed. 
The Milwaukeg road also had miles of side- 
track washed out, as did the Illinois Central, 
the Chicago and Northwestern, and the Chi- 
cago and Iowa. The Chicago and North- 
western had a bad washout west of here. No 
trains have gone through today. 

Losses Sustained by the Town. 

The City Council held a meeting this morn- 
ing and looked over the wrecks. Mayor 
Sherratt thinks the damage is not 80 great 
as at first supposed, as many of the piers and 
abutments of the bridges are all rigut and 
the superstructures, except in one instance, 
can be replied. Perhaps the more aggra- 
vating damage was the tearing up of a por- 
tion of the new pavement on South Main 
‘street. One half of the street for nearly a 
mile was finished, and the heavy rain so 
washed it that it is feared it 1s nearly ail 
ruined, There is a question ae to 
who will nave to bear this loss, 
as the paving was done on a contract let to 
Mellon & McDowell of this city and sublet to 
J. B. Smith and Co. of Chicago. The paye- 
ment had been finished on one side and was 
in use, although it had not been accepted by 
the city. Mayor Sherratt thinks the con- 
tractors will have to stand the loss, but 
there is the further question as to which 
firm of contractors. The total damage is 
estimated at $300,000. There were hundreds 
of people whose houses or furniture 
were damaged from $25 to $1,000. Barns were 
overthrown and houses moved from their 
foundations. One new frame block, to be 
used as a photograph gallery, was moved 
fifty feet from its foundation. The Granam 
cotton mills were damaged $10,000. The 
stone bank next to the creek, gave way, let- 
ting several of their buildings into the 
water. The Rockford Lumber and Fuel 
company loses about $5,000, including five 
horses and a large amount of lumber. The 
Forest City Furniture company was damaged 
$2,000 by water in its factory. The Rockford 
Construction company, which is putting in 
a bridge, lost machinery and lumber to the 
amount of $5,000. 


FOX RIVER NOT VUT OF ITS BANKS. 


Lightning Plays Havoc at Aurora, Aided 
by Heavy Rain. 

Avrora, III., June 14.—[Special.]—The old 
settlers say that last night’s storm was one 
of the most severe ever experienced in this 
section. Nearly two inches of water fell; 
oue gauge says three. The storm was not 
accompanied by wind. The lightning was 
incessant and struck in a dozen places abput 
the city, killing several horses and cows, 
setting the cotton factory on fire, demolish- 
ing chimneys and trees, smashing électric 
lamps, and burning out telephones. After 
tne storm a large aumber of fishes—little 
bulineads—were found on Bluff street, They 
probably escaped from a fish-pond a few 
blocks distant, which overflowed its banks.

PARTS OF JOLIET SUBMERGED. 


People Taken from Fiooded Houses—The 
Detplaines River Within Its Banks. 

Jou1z7, IIl., June 14.—[Special. ]—Not since 
the night of Aug. 18, 1865, has Joliet had such 
a storm of wind, water, bail, lightning, and 
thunder as that of Friday night and Satur- 
day morning. The storm began about 11:20 
o’ciock Friday night, and from that ume 
until 11 o’clock Saturday morning che 
heavens sent out an almost continual roar of 
thunder, the flashes of lightning following 
each other so fast that it was was hard to 
separate one from another, The downpour 
of rain was uninterrupted. The Alton and 
St. Louis and Santa Fé roads north of the 
city were under water, and traffic was di- 
verted from these roads to the Rock 
Island. At 4 o’clock Saturday all roads 
were working. The Thomson - Houston 
Electric Light Works, which furnish power 
for the street-cars, were inudated, and, no 
cars were started till noon.

The 
stones measured from three, to eight inches 
in circumference. Cattle were driven wild 
by the pelting they received and ran bellow- 
ing with fear and pain. Beardstown and 
other points west of Decatur are reported to 
have suffered severely from the effects of 
the storm.

Emperor 
William, escorted by a squadron, sails from 
Kiel to Cronstadt and will remain with the 
Czar three days. Prior to the visit Sig. Crispi, 
the Italian Premier, is expected here for u 
conference with Gen. von Caprivi.

These movements 
have a distinct relation to a renewal of the 
negotiauons fora settlement of the Bulgarian 
question. This time the negotiations were 
initiated at St. Petersburg. The Russian 
Government persists in refusing to recog- 
nize Prince Ferdinand, but offers to 
recognize M. Stambouloff, the Bulgarian 
Premier. The Government, after tne de- 
ture of Prince Ferdinand, will send a 
ussian commissiover to Sofia to offer the 
people as alternative candidates for the 
throne the Duke of Leuchten berg or Prince 
Karl, son of the King of Sweden. fhe Duke 
of Leuchtenburs. having married a Monte- 
negrin Princess, Has less chance of accept- 
ance by the European Powers. Prince - Karl 
is sure of the Engiish Government’s support. 

After tne election of a Prince the Stam- 
bouloff Ministry will be dissolved and re- 

luced by a Stambouloff-Zanhoff coalition. 

. Stambouloff is ready to sacrifice Prince 
Ferdinand if his own position be assured as 
a result of tue arrangement. 

The leading diplomatists at Constantinople 
have been recalied. Her von Radowitz, the 
German Ambassador; M. Nelidoff, Russia’s 
representative, ana Sir W. A. 
the British diplomatist, are to 
be repiaced by Ministers who will work 
together on a more friendly footing. 
fhe leading tendency of the changes is

Fate of the Army Bill. 

Although the vote of the committee on the 
Arm) billapproved tne essential feature of 
the measure its ultamate fate is uncertain. 
Tne Carteilers and Centrists formed the mu- 
ority, but Dr. Windthorst qualified his vote 

y declaring that it must not be held as prej- 
udicing his final decision. He said that 
during the adjournment he would en- 
deavor to ascertain the feeling of the 
country oh the subject. Al a meeting of 
Centrists Dr. Windtborst announced that he 
had positive information that a dissolution 
of the Reichstag had been resolved upon in 
case the military credits were not fuliy con- 
ceded. Tne Prussian members of the party 
thereupon advised the acceptance of the mil- 
itary bill. The South German members ad- 
vocated opposition to the measure unless the 
term of service in the army be reduced and 
expressed readiness to face tke threats of a 
dissolution. The Centrists separated un- 
pledged to vote asa party. ne Government 
calculates that even if a section of the Cen- 
ter party should join the Freisinnige-Volks 
Partei-Socialist coallition the bill would still 
have a small majority, but if the bulk of the 
Centriste should vote against it the measure 
would be doomed. 

The Cologne Gazette, predicting a dissolution 
of the Reichstag. urges the Government to 
restrict the suffrage. The paper contends 
that a mere dissolution will not suffice to se- 
cure the defeat of the opposition, which might 
return stronger than before. Itis signifi- 
cant that Dr. Windthorst held out as a rea- 
son for his assent to the bill sugvestions of 
the ominous course that the vernment 


might take. He said: “If we reject the bill 


we bring upon ourselves great dangers. It 
is not a dissolution that I fear, but 
I dread what will happen afier- 
ward.“ Herr Richter nas asked what 
these words mean, adding that they will 
not alter the Freisinnige vote. There has 
been sent to the Reichstag a large number 
of tutions against an increase of the army 
credits. Among the places represented by 
these protests are Dresden, Chemnitz, Ham- 
burg, Munich, Glogau, Weimar, W urtemberg, 
and Hesse. : 

Bicmarck Asked to Represent Potsdam. 

A deptutation of Conservatives from the 
Fourth District of Potsdam, which is now 
unrepreseoted in tne Reichstag on account of 
the death of Herr Wedel! Maicho, went to 
Friedrichsruhe yesterday to ask Prince Bis- 
marck to accept the candidature. He prom- 
ised to give the proposal his favorable con- 
sideration, and this is taken to mean that 
he will stand. The members of the 
Keichstag already foresee that the Prince’s 
presence will 5 uce the grouping of a new 
party under his lead, composed of Conserva- 
tives, old National Liberals, and a small sec- 
tion of the moderate Freisinnige party. This 
grou will prominently represent the 
smaller landowners, manufacturers, and 
bankers, who are opponents of the 
pro-Socialist policy. and is certain to secure 
the support of a number ot Centrists, thus 
forming a strong combination. Herr Krupp 
has been the guest ot Prince Bismarck since 
Wednesday. 

The hostile reports to the effect that the 
Emperor is becoming more and more en- 
raged over the revelations made by Priace 
Bismarck in interviews and that he intends 
to muzzle the ex-Chancelior are laughed over 
in the Prince’s circle. Another idea 18 
dawning upon the unfriendly critics 
that is, whether the statements made 
to special correspondents were not arranged 
with the previous knowledge and concurrence 
of Chancellor von Caprivi. Prince Bis- 
marck’s studiously unstudied confidences 
have already assisted the Foreign Office to a 
clearer view of the tendencies of foreign 
opinion and have also heiped to harmonize 
Caprivi’s relations with several Foreign 
Ministers. It is now reeived that 
his seeming frankness reveals little and can- 
not embarrass the Government. Pending 
changes in the minor States include the re- 
tirement of Baron von Mittnacht, Premier of 
Wurtemberg; Count von Fatrice, Premier of 
Saxony, and Dr. Turban, Premier of Baden. 
When Bismarck retired these were bound to 
follow.

EXPOSING THE BEACON HILL LOBBY. 


How an Elevated Rallroad Charter Is Ob- 
tained in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., June 14.—[Special.|—The 
House began its investigation into the legis- 
lative boodle case today and the lobby re- 
ceived asevere overhauling. The West End 
Street Railway company is the alleged sin- 
ning party in this case, and the whole in- 
cuiry was directed to the money paid out by 
that corporation at the State-House in the 
interest of its petition for an elevated rail- 
road charter. George A. Bruce, a former 
President of the Sénate and now an at- 
torney for the West End, was called 
upon to disclose his conduct of the bill. 
He gave the names of some twenty workers 
whom the company had retained to assist it 
in securing a charter. These names included 
several former members of the Senate and 
House, prominent professional lobbyists, and 
well-known Boston lawyers. These men 
were engaged prior to the last elections, but 
Mr. Bruce would not say whether or not they 
influenced the primaries and local elections 
in various parts of the State in the 
West Eud's interest. He thought very 
likely they might have done 80. 
He says that $10,000 was given him by the 
West End—#$5,000 for his own services, and 
$5,000 to be used among these workers. This 
sum does not represent the whole cost to the 
company to get its petition before the Legis- 
lature,as many of the men are paid as yet 
only in part for their past and prospective 
services. The developments, while showing 
no bribery as yet, are an unexpected expos- 
ure of the Beacon Hill lobby.

New York, June 14.—[Special.|—With the 
tap of the auctioneer’s hammer a curious 
story of a checkered career and a recent di- 
vorce is brought to Nght, :ne principal char- 
acters in which figure prominently in the 
social world on both sides of the Atiantic, and 
who until recently resided: in an elegant 
house on West Twenty-third street, New 
York City.

when the parties first came on a visit 
to this country. fhen certain rumors 
reached the ears of the prospective Lady 
Norton, and inquiry elicited the fact that in 
the salad days of the teative embryo Earl he 
had gone through à ceremony of marriage 
with a dusky daughter of the plains at Ro- 
sario, on the River Plate, South America. 
The question arose, Was this ceremony a 
lega! one? : 

The marriage had been performed by an 
English missionary, and the divine claimed 
that it was a pertectiy legal one. The Ar- 
gentine authorities, on the ower hand, re- 
fused to uphold the legality of the wedding, 
as it had not been performed accord. ug to 
the laws of the country. 

The case was gone into by Lord Uhiel- 
Justice Cockburn, who decided that the mar- 
rage was a legal one, and that, therefore, 
the one contracted with Miss Comyn was in- 
valid. With great croubie Adderley man- 
aged to get his first marriage annulied 
by the court on tne ground that 
his first wife, who rejoiced in the 
name of Rosa de Montis, was unfaith- 
ful, and that, nioreover, be bad beea drugged, 
and under the influence of a narcotic had 
been forced to wed the Spanish Indian. The 
ceremony of marriage with his secoud wife 
Was again gone through. Subsequently he 
ill-treated her to such an extent that sbe was 
compelled to ask for and obtain a divorce. 

This divorce was granted May 10 last, and 
the furniture in the elegant house the couple 
rented on West Twenty-toird street was 
bought under the hammer today. Mrs. 
Geraidine Adderiey was tne sole purchaser, 
she, in some cases, paying more than the 
original cost, 

Both Myles B. Adderley and Geraldine 
Comyn are perfect types of beauty, and are 
reputed to the handsomest couple in the 
world. Miss Comyn is the daughter of one 


of the beautiful Misses Coventry.“ who. 


were a genera.ion ago the reigning belles of 
Europe, Young Adderiéy was passed mid- 
shipman at the * of 18, and was com- 
missioned to the asp on the Southern 
Pacific Stauon. He resigned his com- 
mission and made his way to Africa 
to hunt for diamonds. He soon returned to 
England and set sail for the Argentine Re- 
public. In Rosario he heard stories of In- 
dians outon the Gran Chaco having gold 
woven into their plaited hair. He organized 
a band of young Englishmen and star for 
the plains.

Brooklyn hand icap-day Mrs. Strauss went 
over to Gravesend with ner husband to see 
the races. There Bertha saw Emile Les- 
singer, decked out in stylish clothes and 
wearmg sparkling diamonds. Taking aa- 
vantage of ber band’s absence 
Mrs. Strauss beckon Emile to her 
side. He told her he had made 
a fortune on the turf. When Strauss re- 
turned afew minutes later he discovered 
Bertha in the act of pressing Emuie’s 
Au angry scene followed. Last Mon- 
day Bertha came to this city, so her husband 
alleges, and once more united her fortun 
with Emile Lessinger.

HORSES NOW AT WASHINGTON PARK 
PREPARING FOR THE EVENT, 


Some of the More Noted Racers That Will 
Probably Be Seen at the Post to Run 
for the Valuable Stake—The California 
Stables Have Some Dark Horses Con- 
coaled —History of the Event Since Its 
Inauguratlon and the Winners.

Some Dark Ones la the Race. 


The Fleetwood stable is quite sweetin its en- 
try, Prontino, a dark brown colt and tull brother 
to Falsetto. 1t is whispered about that Frontino 
18 a much better animal than his elder brother. 
If this is so the rave is all over but the shoutin 
as the saying goes. 

Bob Campbell, the trainer for Lucky Rald- 
win, owns Protection and will start him in the 
ruce. He is not giving the colt much attention 
as he has his hands full with the Baldwin string 
but the horse is being prepared by a competent 
trainer and will no doubt give a good account of 
bimself in the race. 

Everybody interested in the turf knows about 
Bull Letcher. The colt has been a consistent 
performer this year, and his renown rests on his 
victory over Riley in the Latonia Derby, which 
was run over a tairly good track in 2:40. If Derby- 
day is fine and the Washington Park track is 
good Bill will have to go some seconds faster 
than this to capture the stake. 

Blarneystone Jr. is a winner, having captured

value. but recently he has not shown up in any 
creditable way. 

So much for the coming Derby. A brief retro- 
spection of past Derbys may be interesting. The 
writer witnessed each of the six events and has 
seen the crowd on Derby-day grow from 7,200 
June 28, 1884, when pn | captured the race, 
to 30,000 peovie who cheered Spokane in 1889. 

As we have all heard at one time or another, 
when the Derby is mentioned, Ed Corrigan’s 
speedy filly Modesty was the first to catch the 
judge’s eye as she raced under the wire 
with only oa nose to spare in front 
of Kosciusko. That was the first Derby, 
and it was the best of the series. Three 
horses came up the stretch nose and nose. Kos- 
ciusko had lain back most of the journey, and 
made his run in the stretch. Modesty had been 
second or third all the way, and had the center 
of the track on the run home. It was a whipping 
finish between the filly Kosciusko and Bob Cook, 
and a olanket could have covered the three as 
the wire was reached. Richard L. led off at the 
start, with Templehoof and Modesty close up, 
the rest bunched. It was the same order for a 
mile and a quarter, when Richard L. had enough, 
and Boo Cook and Kosciusko made play for the 
lend. Modesty seemed to have the race safe a 
furlong out, but these two came up and the lash 
was laid by Isaac Murpby on thé filly. It was 
one of his pet finishes, but it was too close for 
Corrigan, and he has told Ike“ many times 
since, when mounted on one of his horses, that 
„ he wanted none of his infernal clos? finishes.” 
Other starters in the race were Binette, Billy 
Gilmore,.Chaace, Powhattan, Berlin, Trollope, 
and Bob Miles. The last-named was favorite, 
but finished about fifth, The time was 2:42%. 


California Supplies the Winner. 


In 1885 the Californians began the series of 
victories wnich lasted for four years. Volante, 
»Lucky Baldwin's colt, won the Derby by two 
lengths in a sea of mud, There were eight start- 
ers, including Troubadour, Favor, Irish Pat, 
Verano, Alf Estell, Alta, and Thistle. Alf Estell 
was installed as favorite. Verano, stable com- 

anion of Volante, went out to set the pace, but 

avor took the lead at the first quarter and kept 
it all the way round to the head of the stretch on 
the last turn. Verano was second and Volante 
third. When straightened out for the wire the 
gallant son of Grinstead, piloted by Murphy, set 
out to run down Favor and did it with ease. 
Favor was second and Troubadour third. The 
time was 2:49%. The favorite was never promi- 
nent in the race. 

The following year Isaac Murphy added the third 
consecutive Derby to his record. He had the 
mount on Silver Cloud, one of Baldwin's entries. 
Blue Wing was 4 hot favorite, with Ben Ali sec- 
ond choice. Silver Cloud was 12 tol in the books 
and no one gave much attention to him. Other 
starters were Sir Joseph, Ed Corrigan, The 
Dude, Preciosa, Lijero, The Bourbon, and Lewis 
Clark. At the fall of the flag Preciosa ana The 
Bourbon made the running, Silver Cloud lay ing 
about sixth or seventh in the bunch. At the en 
of the mile Blue Wing, Ben Ah, and Sir Joseph 
began to make play for the lead, and Murphy 
got Silver Cloud going. He told the sto him, 
self. “When I got alongside ot Blue Wing,’ 
said he, after the race. 1 noticed that Withers, 
who had the mount, paid no attention to me but 
was watching Hayward en Ben Ali. My fellow 
was going along kindy and so I thought I would 
just go out in front. I soon had three lengths 
the best of all of them. Then Withers and Hay- 
ward began to ride to catch me, but I never let 
up on Silver Cloud until the wire was reached.“

Omana, Neb., June 14.—[Speciul.}]~The 
work of taking the census in Omaha has 
been carried on smoothly and little trouble 
has been encountered in getting the re- 
quired answers. It is difficult to form au ac- 
curate idea of the result of the canvass, as 
the secret is so closely guarded, but it 
is thought that between 120,000 and 130,000 is 
a conservative estimate of this city’s popu- 
lation. 

Mitwavker, Wis., June 14.—(|Special.|— 
„People in Milwaukee will be greatly disap- 
pointed when the census of the city is com- 
plete. That is all I can tell the public,“ an- 
swered Supervisor Rambusch when asked to- 
day what in his opinion the report would 
show the population of the city.

000 nogneads of to- 
bacco and with the Cincinnati market repre- 
sents one-third of the leaf tobacco of the 
United States Ad about one-fourthofr tnai of 
the world. Wien thecontroi of the trade of 
these two cities tne syndicate believes that 
it can easily gain the smaller Virginia and 
Carolina markets and practically control the 
tobacco markets of the world. Mr. Bark- 
house is nuw ein Europe perfecting the finao 
cial arrangements. 


NO FZARS OF AN INDIAN OUTBREAK. 


Gov. Toole Bas No Cause to Apprehend 
Troubie with the Cheyennes, 
HLN A, Mont., June 14.—Gov. Toole is in 
daily communication with bis staff officers 
sent to investigate tne alleged hostile acts 
or threats of the Cheyenne Indians. Up te 
today no advices have come to the Gov- 
ernor from his representatives leading 
bim to apprehend any serious trouble 
with the indians.

Frxprar, O., June 14—At 2:30 this morn- 
ing everybody in the city was awakened 
by a tremendous shock that rocked 
every buuding, oreaking windows in 
many places. It was found to be the 
explosion of Casteriine & Co.“s nitro- 
glycerine works, situated four miles 
out of the city. The factory, reduced to 
kindling wood, is scattered for a mile in 
every direction. No one was in or about the 
works, hence no loss of life. 

An idea of the force of the explosion may 
be estimated when it is said five tons of 
nitro-giycerine went up.

Never in its twenty-five years of existence 
has Vassar Coliege opened its hospitabie 
doors more widely or entertained its guests 
more royaliy than during the quarter-cen- 
tennial celebrauon of the last week. The 
outward features of the college are rarely 
seen to better advantage than at just this sea- 
son of the year. The vine-covered buildings 
and the beautiful, well-kept grounds, situ- 
ated about two miles from Poughkeepsie, are 
a refreshing contrast to the austy city. But 
the visitor’s interest does nut spend itself in 
this outward beauty, nor does it;cease when 
he has seen the interior of the main building 
and taken a hasty peep into the well-supolied 
library and reading-room, the cozy chapel, 
and the large, inviting dining-room. 
Omer buildings are still to be visited. 
These are the ehemical laboratory, richly 
furnished with apparatus and presided over 
by Dr. Leroy C. Cooley; the museum build- 
ing, containing the art galiery and newly- 
made scuipture hall; the preity little conserv- 
atory, a recent memorial gift to the college; 
the vine-clad observatory, famous because 
it was for so many years the home of Maria 
Mitchell; and lastly, the new gymnasium, 
large and weil equipped, erected entirely at 
the expense of the alumnae,

The program of the week began with Presi- 
dent James M. Taylor’s baccalaureate ser- 
mon, Sunday, June 8, from the text: He 
that loses his life for my sake suall find it.” 
It was a scholarly discourse on the teadency 
of current thought to magnify the importance 
of society and of social interests at the ex- 
pense of the individual, and to decrease in- 
dividual responsibility and efficiency. After 
the sermon tte choir sung the beautiful cloa- 
ing sentence: My peace I leave with you.“ 
The day ended with a half hour of organ 
music in the chapel. 

rhe annual commencement concert given 
by the students of the School of Music oc- 
curred Monday night. Tuesday afternoon 
the class day exercises were held. the 
chapel was beautifully decorated with flow- 
ers. Miss Laura . Harris of Chicago, 
Marsbal for the occasion, ied the procession 
as the class took their seatsin chapei. The 
President of the class, Miss Emily Morris of 
New Haven, Conn., after a cordial address 
of welcome introduced the speakers of the 
day. Miss Helene Borgman of Penn Yan, N. 
Y., orator; Miss Katharine Smith of Lan- 
stag, Mich., historian, and Miss Carrie F. 
Patterson of Chicago, III., prophet. The ora- 
mon dealt with the practical subject of the 
true relation of the educated womaa to do- 
mestio ife.. The history and prophecy were 
of more special interest to the class than to 
the general audience, but mirth is contagious 
and the audience was most appreciative. 

One pretty custom yet remained—namely: 
the delivery of the senior spade into tne 
bands of tne juniors. The ceremony took

Wednesday morning the assembly in the 
chapel was of a less festive, more solemn 
churacter. It was commencement day. Pres- 
ident Taylor occupied a seat in the miadle of 
the piatiorm, and on his right and left were 
Vice-President Morton and Dr. Lathrop, 
President of the Board of Trustees. Essays 
were dei.vered by the Misses Adella Prentiss 
and Mary Dunham of Cleveland, O.; Cora 
L. Scotield of Washington, Ia.; Hannah F. 
Mace of Walton, N. X.; Lida S. King of Al- 
bany. N. L.; and Emiiy Morris of New 
Haven, Conn. At the close of the essays di; 
plomas were presented to tue graduates, and 
asecond degrée was conferred upon afew 
who had eompleted the necessary course. 
Among tne latter was Miss Edith 
Greer of Chivago, who was graduated 
last year. Dr. Taylor closed the 
exercises with an address on The. Future 
of the Woman's College.“ The afterroon 
was occupied by an alumnee lunch in the 
new gymaasium. ; 

The exercises of the week had been emi- 
nently successful, but the climax was to 
come Thursday, the day so long anticipated 
by friends of the college, on which tne 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the founding of 
the coilege was to be celebrated. The chapel 
offered insuftic.ent room, so it was arranged 
tnat the exercises should take place in a 
large tent on the campus, and even this was 
hardly large enough for the audience that 
gathered. 

Benson Lossing, one of the few survivin 
origiua] trustees, read a historical sketch o 
the early days of tne college and tne life of 
tne founder, and then President Taylor in- 
troduced whe orator of the day—.ne Hon. 
George William Curtis. His subject was, 
naturally, the higher education of women 
and the place which Vassar holds in this 
education. For more than an hour the great 
audience was held speil-bound. A cantata 
composed for the: occasion by Dr. Frederick 
L. Ritter, Director of the School ot Music at 
Vassar, was reudered bya large chorus of 
students, and the benediction which fol- 
lowed closed the greatest celebration in the 
history of ne college since its founding. 

The afternoon was occupied by a dinner 
given by the trustees to the faculty and 
alumne. President Tayior made a most de- 
lhightful toastmaster. Among those who ra- 
sponded were Mr. Curtis, President Rhodes 
of Bryn Mawr, Dr. Murray of Montreal, Dr. 
Strong of Rochester, representatives of the 
various alumnae associations, and lastiy an

The graduating class of this year numbers 
forty-mx; among them are three from

CONDITION OF THE COTTON MARKET. 


Statement of the Season’s Business by the 
New Orleans Fxchange. 

New Oxnterans, La, June 14—The New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange issued a statement 
today embracing the forty-one weeks of the 
season from Sept. 1 to June 13, inclusive, this 
and last year, showing that 7,105,292 bales of 
the crop of 1889 and 1890 have come 
into sight at the ports, overland, 
points of crossing, and leading South- 
ern interior centers, including takings 
by the Southern mills. Up to tais time last 
season the amount brought into sight 6,818,- 
673 bales, or say 98 28-100 per cent of the eu- 
tirecrop. The statement shows there 
were brought into sight after June 13 last 
season 119,617 bales. It indicates at of 
the supply for this 2,224,251 
bales have been en by Amer- 
ican and Canadian mulls, including 
442.3801 south of the Potomac and 4,765,215 
bales have been exported to foreign ports. 
Up to tuis time last year American mills 
north and south had taken 2,186,221 bales 
and the foreign exports were 4,562,404 It 
also shows that the Nortbern mill takings 
and Canada overland are 35,030 bales ahead 
of the corresponding forty-one weeks of last 
year, and that the excess in foreign ports for 
that section is 204,621.

THE CITY POUL-RVUOM ORDINANCE, 


Why the Police Do Not Act—Other Manic- 
ipal Matters of Interest. 

Chief of Police Marsh says his failure to 
make recent arrests of pool-house proprietors 
is in keeping with ap opinion given him by 
City Prosecutor May, whom he asked for 
advice after the arrest of alarge number of 
oroprietors early last spring. I can easily 
arrest them,“ said the chief, but they are 
only fined, and we were waiting for the 
opinion of a court of record on the large 
number of appealed cases of those we have 
already arrested. 

Mr. May’s opinion, formed last April, re- 
views the city ordinance against pool-rooms 

assed Sept. 16, 1889, which he says he be- 
leves can be enforced. 

„Vet,“ be says, there are some ugly pro- 
visions contained in this law and some cir- 
cumstances surrounding these cases that 
raise grave doubts in my mind as to the 
final result. In tne case of Tugman vs. The 
City tne court deals with this class of legis- 
lation in such manner as to cause a doubt in 
the mind of any gocd lawyer as to the valid- 
ity of this statute (the basis of the 
ordinance) and orcinance. In this case the 
court says: An ordmance therefore which 
would make an act done by one penal, and 
impose no penalty for the same act done un- 
der like circumstances by another could not 
be sanctioned or sustained, because it wou d 
be unjust and unreasonable.’ It is apparent 
to all that these men are determined to make 
a fight, and should the higher courts render 
a decision adverse to the city, it would 
leave the doors open for the bringing of 
a multitude of suits against your of- 
ficers Who are swearing out the 
numerous complaints. Therefore, in view of

They Were Riding on a Floating Log 
Which Tarned Over. 

Rudolph Rohn, 18 years old, of No. 961

drowned in Mud Lake at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon.

Report of the Coroner, 

Coroner Hertz has prepared his semi-annual 
report, which shows that 642 inquests were held 
between Dec. 1, 1849, and May 31. Of these 123 
were held in December, 140 in January, 89in 
February, 81 in March, e in April, and 117 in 
May. The receipts were 701 and the expenses 
#473. Speaking of the new department the re- 
port says: March 1 Dt. Ludwig Hektoen was 


‘appointed as a Deputy Ooronerin charge of the 


Investigation Department and post-mortems. 
During the months of March, April, and May he 
investigated 121 cases of death from apparently 
or supposed natural causes. and in six of these 
only an inquest was found necessary. Prior to 
his appointment a regular inquest would have 
been held in each of these cases. Under the 
new method there has been a saving to the coun- 
ty of jury fees alone in three months of over $700. 

e has also made all the post-mortems, the total 
number of which for the months of March, April, 
and May was 78.“ 


Had to Shoot the Horse. 

The City of Chicago and Officers Michael Far- 
ry and William Theine were defendants in a suit 
yesterday in Justice Wallace's court in which J. 
D. McRae seeks to recover $200 for the loss of a 
horse. James Machey and John Murphy were 
driving rapidly on Maxwell street one night a 
few weeks ago and refused to obey the officers’ 
orders to stop.

JAY GOULD’S ROAD MAKES TROUBLE. 


A Meeting Called for Monday to Adjust 
the Complications. 

Chairman J. F. Goddard of the Western 
Passenger Association has called a meeting,

The most important matter is the one relat- 
ing to excursidn rates from St. Louis and 
other points. It has been learned that tne 
Missouri Pacific and one or two other roads 
did not restore tariffs from St. Louis to Kan- 
sas City June 9,as required by the Presi- 
dents’ agreement. The Missouri Pacific, it 
has been found, has made a round-trip rate 
of. $18 between St. Louis and Denver for 
the annual meeting of the Travelers“ 
Protective Association. The agreed rate 
is $25.65, The St. Louis and San 
Francisco, it is understood, has met the Mis- 
sour: Pacific’s rate. In addition to this rate 
free sleeping-car accommodations are fur- 
nished to delegates, which virtually makes 
the reduction between St. Louis and Denver 
for the round trip about 812. The block of 
500 excursion tickets between St. Louis and 
Kansas City, issued a short time will 
expire by limitation June 17, so there will be 
no further troubie on this score. 

The Missouri Pacific is givmg most of the 
present trouble, and officials of other lines 
are at a loss to understand what the company 
1s up to. The opinion prevails that Jay 
Gould signed the Presidents’ agreement for 
the Missouri Pacitic in good faith, but that 
the General Passenger Agent of the road is 
exceeding his authority. 


To Adjust West-Bouand Troubles. 

New York, June 14.—[Special.]—The spe- 
cial committee consisting of the va- 
rious agents of the trunk line roads 
appointed oy the joint executive com- 
mittee to consider the differences 
growing out of the disturbances of west- 
bound business will meet at the Trunk Line 
Association rooms Tuesday next.

DRAINAGE DISTRICT FINANCES. 

With commendable promptness the Drain- 
age Trustees—as they probably will be 
known, though Sanitary Trustees is the legal 
title—have set to work under the law just 
declared valid by the Supreme Court. 

At the meeting yesterday an inspiriting 
program of work was mapped aut. Tne 
Chief Engineer was on hand and announced 
his readiness to proceed with the surveys as 


popular loan, and if they | taken up by 
people with small capital to invest in such 
safe securities the purchasers of tne other 
$800,000 may have to pay more than 101 for 
that issue when it is reached. 

Fortunately, too, the amount of money 


needed just now for carrying on the prelim- 


mary work will not be large. It will not ex- 
ceed $100,000, and this amount can be easily 
disposed of ata good rate. Before there is 
another issue money may be easier and con- 
fidence in the Drainage Municipality greater. 

The raising of money by general taxation 
can also be resorted to. The County Clerk 
has the power to extend the assessment at 
any time before the ist of August. It is 
probable that the Trustees will levy a tax im- 
mediately. The money raised in this way 
will not reach the Drainage Treasury unul 
next spring. Then it will be needed to pay 
for the work of excavation to be entered 
upon about that time. The tax need not be 
heavy. A light one will accustom the people 
to the payment, and it is better to meet the 
earlier expenses in that way than to borrow 
largely. e 

The whole subject of finance was referred 
yesterday to a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Prendergast, Willing, and King. 
Their conclusions ana recommendations on 
the subject will nodoubt be commendable 
and satisfactory. Their progress will be duly 
noted. 


AFTER THE POOL-SELLERS. 

The police having abandoned the enforce- 
ment of the laws against certain forms of 
vice in this city it has become necessary for 
private enterprise to take up the work and 
see if the officers and the City Administrauon 
cannot be shamed into doing their duty. The 
Mayor and his Chief of Police denied that 
any gaming-houses were open. Evidence 
was submitted to them that a number were 
in full blast. Nothing was done to interfere 
with them, Private individuals swore out 
warrants, raided houses, and captured and 
destroyed gaming implements. The police 


were shamed into issuing orders to the pro- 


tected gamblers that they must shut up fora 
time, and they recently have been on their 
good behavior. 

The police went through the form of pre- 
tending to interfere with the pool-sellers. 


‘Warrants were sworn out against a few of 


them, but instead of closing their places, 
which the police could have done had they 
seen fit, they allowed them to run wide open 
and molested their keepers but once. The 
demoralizing nature of the pool-room is well 
known. It attracts thousands who would 
not dare to enter a gaming-house. It s a 
powerful agent for the corruption of boys. 
The city authorities were begged to shut up 
these places, which had been closed under 
Mayor Roche, but they said tney had done 
their duty’ and refused to interfere. 

Therefore it became necessary for private 
enterprise to come to the front. Friday war- 
rants Were sworn out against a number of 
pool-room men, and they were taken before 
a Justice of the Peace for preliminary exam- 
ination. If he does not hold them over to 
the grand jury it will be surprising. When 
they get there they will come under the 
jurisdiction of the State’s-Attorney, and 
there is no reason to believe he is friendly to 
such cattle. The penaity for the offense 
which they are charged with committing is 
à year in the penitentiary or a fine of $2,000, 
or both. A conviction and a dose of the pen- 
itentiary would put an end to the 
pool-room business here. Private citizens 
in warring on the pool-sellers are 
at a disad vantage as compared with the po- 
lice, for the latter can close their places and 
keep them closed, if they see fit. Hence it is 
the more necessary that in their efforts to 
have the law enforced they should have the 
cordial codperation of Judge Longenacker. 

There area numberof other ordinances, 
like those for the suppression of the smoke 
nuisance, the cleansing of alleys, etc., which 
the City Governmentis unwilling to enforce. 
Are there no public spirited citizens who will 
sec what they can do to spur ona derelict 
Administration? Are there no “moral 
scratchers’’ who are ready thus to atone for 
the injury they did the city by promoting 
the election of Mr. Cregier and the defeat of 
Mr. Roche? 

THE TWENTY-FOURTH WARD FRAUDS. 

Those Chicagoans who have the old-fash- 
ioned ideas about the sanctity of the ballot- 
box and the purity of the suffrage must have 
been shocked when they read the story told 
Friday by the man Collins to the jury which 
is trying Ald. McAbee and Mike Corcoran 
for offenses against the election laws, They 
must have been amazed, not merely by the 
story of fraud but the unemotional, matter- 
of-fact way in which it was told by the wit- 
ness. It was plain that he could not see that 
there was anything criminal in what he had 
done. The only mistake he had made was in 
being found out. 

The men whom Collins marshaled and 
who got half a dollar every time they com- 
mitted a penitentiary offense‘were conscious 
of no moral guilt. Neither was Corcoran 
when he planned the scheme, nor when he 
gave his voting cattle their reward. It is 
disheartening that there should be in the 
community so many men who look at the 
ballot-box not as the means of ascertaining 
the will of the people, but as a gamein which 
there is no harm in “ beating” so they do 
not get caught at, it. It makes it so much 
harder to guard the ballot-box. If the honest 
men relax their vigilance for a moment the 
fraudulent votes begin to find their way in. 

Collins swears that the night bef@re elec- 
tion he picked upa gang of fellows on the 
South Side and took them to the Twenty- 
fourth Ward, where they were housed for 
the night. The next morning these men were 
taken to a saloon and givenadrink and their 
instructions. Each of them was handed a 
slip of paper on which was written his bogus 
name and the place whence he registered. 
Then they were marched to a polling-place 
in small squads. Collins took command of 
five and Corcoran of as many more. They 
voted without difficulty, returned to the sa- 
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sible, and hence the amazement at the recent 
disciosures. | ; 
The evidence thus far given shows that 
most of the cheating in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward was done at one precinct. Under the 
old law it would have deen done at nearly 
all. Had there been better judges and.clerks 
at the Seventeenth. Precinct this spring 


there would not have been as many bogus 


names on the registry. The conviction of 
McAbee and Corcoran, if the jury finds them 
guilty, will check for a short time frauds like 
those they are charged with perpetrating. 
But as long as there are so many men who 
do not think ita crime to be a repeater, or 
to organize a gang of repeaters, they will 
take their chances of being caught. The 
only effectual way to head them off is to use 
constant vigilance, ana utilize to the utmost 
all the safeguards of the election law. 


COL, TAYLOR RENOMINATED. 
Col. Abner Taylor was renominated for 


Congress in the First District (the first four 
wards of Chicago, Lake, Hyde Park, and the 
southern towns of Cook County) by acciama- 
tion. This is as it should de Col. Tayloris 
now serving his first term. The invariable 
rule among Republicans of this county 18 to 
give Congressmen who have acquitted them- 
selves even fairly well during the first term 
a second one. Col. Taylor has been unfsual- 
ly attentive to the legislative needs of his 
district, and while acting loyally with his 
party in ali essentials he has not failed to dif- 
fer with the majority in details, according to 
his judgment, and to express his difference, as 
was proved during the debate and commit- 
tee stages of the McKinley bill. That he 
will be elected is certain. The district is 
strongly Republican and he will receive the 
loyal support of his party.

SEX IN EDUCATION, 

The much mooted question of sex in edu- 
cation has taken on a new and significant 
phase by the extraordinary achievement of 
Miss Philippa Fawcett, daughter of the late 
English Postmuster-General, at Cambridge 
University. The publication of the mathe- 
matical tripos shows that this lady has se- 
cured the highest educational honor yet en- 
joyed by a woman, as she is bracketed su- 
perior by several hundred marks in mathe- 
matics to the Senior Wrangler. Her pre- 
decessor in this honor was Miss Ramsay, who 
was Senior Wrangier in the classical tripos 
in 1887. Miss Fawcett is not alonein the 
enjoyment of her distinction. Two other 
ladies tigure in the lists of wranglers, ten are 
senior optimes and four junior optimes. It 
is still more remarkable that, while six men 
failed completely, not one woman failed to 
pass the examination in creditable style. 
Thus a young woman has carried off the 
most coveted bonor of Cambridge and the 
one which invariably invites the most en- 
thusiastic competition among the sinartest 
students of the university. It adds to Miss 


Fawcett’s achievement that it was perfermed . 


under the identical conditions which were 
applied to the men. The course of study, 
the opportunities for instruction, and the 
tests of examination were identical. 

The women in Cambridge have long held 
high rank in the classids and challenged the 
competition of the men in Greek and Latin. 
The latter have solaced themselves, how- 
ever, with the vain delusion that their su- 
premacy in mathematics would never be dis- 
turbed owing to a defect in the female brain 
which would forever debar her from holding 
first place in the higher mathematics. This 
deiusion, despite the accomplishments of 
May Somerville, Maria Mitchell, and one or 
two others, has been generaily cherished by 
the other sex, but it is now completely dissi- 
pated by the brilliant accomplishments of 
these , English sweet-girl graduates in the 
field hitherto monopolized by men. it will 
not be safe in the tuture to assume that the 
female gray matter is impervious to calculus, 
conic sections, logarithms, and the involved 
equations of thé higher mathematics. That 
fallacy has disappeared for good, and here- 
after physiological difficulties peculiar to 
woman will not count, in spite of the assur- 
ances of the male physiologists. The men must 
look to their laurels and prepare themselves 
to defend them. The women are in the lists 
and have come to stay. It was but the other 
day a young woman carried off the highest 
honors in the examination for admission to 
the Harvard Annex. At Ann Arbor and 
wherever women have the same advantages 
as men the sterner sex is obliged to fight 


hard for the supremacy—perhaps because 
| the gentler sex does not waste so much time 


in the noble pursuits of prize-fighting, circus- 
raiding, hazing, and carousing.

THE COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION CRANKS, 

Tne tribulations of the Worid's Columbian 
Exposition managers must be varied, pict- 
uresque, and exasperating, owing to the 
suggestiveness of the public mind. There is 
a portion of the public mind which is reason- 
able and practical. There is alarger portion 
of it which is unreasonable and impracticable, 
besides being egotistic and aggressive, and 
the larger the undertaking the more persist- 
ently it comes to the front and asserts itself. 
In a word, the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion is the paradise of the cranks. a 

How well the cranks have improved the 
occasion is shown by a glance at the confi- 
dent suggestions they have been making 
during the last few weeks through the public 
press and directly to the managers. Some 
of them have concentrated themselves upon 
the structures which they deem necessary, 
and in their collection wefind a building 
fifty stories high; atemple which shall be 
constructed on the plan of Solomon’s; an 
amphitheater to hold a hundred thousand 
people; a building a thousand feet high in 
the form of an eagle; a rotating colosseum; a 
building resting upon the animals mentioned 
in Revelation, six stories high, each con- 
taining representations of animals in metals, 
and so constructed that they shall 
be able to make their characteristic 
noises in grand chorus; a structure in the 
form of a mausoleum wherein all the 
Presidents and their wives shall be buried; 
a building with forty-two towers, each rep- 
resenting one of the States; a collection of 
vast halls under a single roof; and the most 
extraordinary thegter ever conceived, to 
consist of a park and opera-house combined, 
with gardens on the roof, and so constructed 
that parties may drive into their boxes. 

Another faction has turned its attention to 
towers, with the following remarkable re- 
suits: There are in this department a tower 
to run about on rollers and towers to be 
mounted on wheels, self-propelling, and 
adapted to the work of carrying the visitors 
in and out of the various buildings; hanging 
towers; a tower half a mile high, surmounted 
by a giobe and statue of Columbus; a tower 
seventeen stories high, the roof forming an

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TRAINING YOUNG WOMEN’S NERVES. 

A practical illustration of the new fad of 
hypnotism has been made at the Lasell 
Female Seminary, Auburndale, Mass., which 
is likely to provoke widespread discuss 
not because the fad is at all a new? 
hypnotism being only a revival of 
ism, but because of the possible dangers 
which lurk in its use as an 111 
cation, at least where fen are concerned. 
The average female seminary has for its ob- 
ject tne training of the mind, but the Lasell 
Seminary not only proposes to train the 


female mind but to concentrate 1t. and to pro- 


vent it from diffusing its energies has re- 


sorted to hypnotism. The object, according 


to the circular of the seminary, is to secure 
systematic training which it is expected will 
“bring young women to better nervous bal- 
‘‘ance and so prepare them to meet life out 
“of school with strong nerves thoroughly 
controlled according to natural laws.“ 

The manner in which nervestudy is taught 
is unique. The pupil is laid flat upon the 
floor so that the muscles may be relaxed and 
the breathing unimpeded. The teacher then 
directs her to exercise one set of muscles in- 
dependeut of the others and to concentrate 
ner mind upon it so that she will be oblivi- 
ous of all the other sets. Itis not easy to 
trace the connection between this exercise 
and nerve control, but it is argued that once 
the pupil has secured complete mastery of 
the muscles she will have no dfficulty in 
mastering the nerves, and by some curious 
resultant process the complete conceptra- 
tion of mind will be attained. 

The outcome of this novel treatment has 
been unfortunate in two cases. Last year a 
class of 120 students took the nerve course. 
Two of them have suddenly collapsed and 
gone home suffering with hystérics and neu- 
rasthenia, and the local physicians attend- 
ing them assert that their condition is at- 
tributable to hypnotism. In other words, 
the superior mesmieric force of the teacher 
constantly acting upon them has shat- 
tered instead of strengthened the nerve 
force. On the basis of their condition 
the doctors denounce we new study 
as dangerous ana condemn it without 
stint, but it is a point in favor of the author- 
ities of the seminary that doctors con- 
demnevery form of treatment and every 
remedy which does not square with their own. 
It is a still stronger argument on the side of 
the authorities that while two girls have 
gone home suffering from nervous prostra- 
tion, or hypnotism as the doctors put it, 
one hundred and eighteen have suffered no 
inconvenience from the new studv, and on 
the other hand aver that it is positively de- 


hghtful. Evidently the experiment has not 


yet been sufficiently tested to warrant any 
conclusion. It is probable that in every class 
of 120girls two ormore go home at the end 


ot a year nervously prostrated or otherwise 


sick. If the new study can produce young 


women with strong nerves it is a consumma- 


tion devoutly to be wished, but if 1% shall 
eventuate that any considerable number of 
them are to be thrown into hysteria, then it 
will be time to make nice discriminations be- 
tween those who yell at mice and those who 
can face adog and release the sensitive ones 
from the perils of hypnotism. So: far as it is 
intended to apply the new treatment to con- 
centration of minds upon stady there is 
room for doubting its necessity. In his ora- 
tion at Vassar College the other day George 
William Curtis said: 


If any skeptic should ask, but can delicate 
woman endure the hardship of a college course 
of study?” itis a woman who ingeniously turus 
the flank of the questioner witha covert sar- 
casm at her own sex: I would like you to take 
thirteen hundred young men, lace them up, 
and hang ten to twenty pounds of clothes upon 
their waists, perch them upon three-inch heels, 
cover their heads with ripples, chignons, rats, 
and mice, and stick ten thousand hair-pins into 
their scalps, If they can stand all this they can 
stand a little Latin and Greek.“ 


If Lasell Seminary can bring its young 
ladies to a better nervous balance without 
endangering health the new treatment 
should be adopted in all our female semi- 
naries, whether it be hypnotic or any other 
“otic.” If there appears to be a disposition 
on the part of any of the pupils to go into 
hysterics an observant teacher will soon find 
it out and discontinue it in their cases, The

Did anything occur? 

This time I was challenged..

Neither of these obstacles confronts the Nic- 
aragua project. Though it starts from its 
eastern terminus close to the mouth of the 


tne hills, and does 
not again approach the river until by three 
mighty locks it bas cleared the vailey ana 
climbed up to the level of the great lake. In- 
deed, tne heaviest cut on the whole line is a 
short one of feet in extreme height 
through solid rock, encountered in the process 
of keeping clear of the river until it can be 
entered where it exactly suits the purposes 
of navigation, That rock cutting—say 10,- 
000,000 cubic yards—will de a tough job, and 
may cost $2a yard; but it will also make a 
tough wall on each side of the excavation—a 
barrier built of the everiasting hiiis. 
What is the weak point in the splendid 
program here indicated? To an outsider it 
appears to harbors at Greytown on the 
east and at Brito on the west. Nature, while 
providing an ideal line across the divide,seems 
to have forgotten her fastenings off, without 
which the whole web might ravel out. Brito 
is an opén roadstead where no ship can 
lie in a westerly gale. Greytown is a mass 
of flat shatiows, with a yielding, moving bot- 
tom. It had once a harbor, but the guif 
waves have almost obliterated it. 

De Lesseps at Port Saia had the same ob- 
stacles and overcame them. Courage and 
art devised the plan of making stone where 
there was none to be had.

The three miles are at last behind us, too 
soon for those. who love gloomy grandeur; 
beetling crags shutting out ail heaven but a 
narrow strip, a scene recalling a voyage up 
the Saguenay. We then debouch upon an- 
other mill-dam, the valley of a small river, 
the San Francisco. Twelve miles here of 
mainly free sailing“ bring us to the point 
where it is meet to enter on the majestic San 
Juan. Hitherto it has been running along 
our left to the south of us—too rapid and 
too crooked to suit the purposes of steamer 
navigation, seeing that our craft is perhaps 
between 500 and 600 feet long, and doesn’t 
turn quite as readily as a two-oared dingy.

‘Nelson attacked San Juan (Greytown) in 1779

1839 Mr. Mercer, Chairman of the Committee 
on Roads and Canals, presented a report to 
the House of Representatives urging negotia- 
tions for an inter-oceanic opening.

James Buchanan, then Secretary of State, 
tried to make it part of the treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hidalgo.

AN ENTIRE MENAGERIE LOOSE. 


Wild Scenes Caused by the Stampede of a 
Cireus in Africa. 

Diamond Fields (Africa) Advertiser: Shortly 
after 11 o’clock last night a general stampede 
of all the animals comprising Fillis’ menag- 
erie took place. This appalling occurrence is 
attributed to a miscreant—at present at 
large—who, possessed of a grudge against 
Mr. Fillisor members of his company, thought 
to pay itout by climbing on the fence of 
the inclosure in which the animals are 
kept and, at imminent risx to his own 
life and limbs, releasing from their 
cages and chains the whole of the wild ani- 
mals. This fiend in human shape is evident- 
ty one well acquainted with the sbow, 

or not only has he exhibited a familiarity 
with the locks and bars of the cages, but he 
selected the day and hour when the super- 
vision of the animals was most relaxed. He 
appears to have made good his escape before 
the animals realized their freedom from re- 
straint; and as the four employés who slept 
on the premises have ali fallen victims to tne 
ferocity of the wild beasts, it is impossible to 
say at present if his identity. is known. 

About 11:30 the residents within a mile 
radius of the circus building were roused 
from their beds by a most fiendish and in- 
describable noise. The fierce roar of the 
lions, the trumpeting of the. elephant, the 
snarls and growls of the leopards, cheetahs, 
and jackals, the snarling bark of tne wolves, 
the cries of the frightened horses, and tke 
groans and screams of the mangled ana 
dying employés, made a medley of sound 
which will never be forgotten by those who 
heard it. 

From what we can gather the four male 
lions, Pasha, Abdul, Caliph, and Mustapha, 
upon discovering the door of their cage open, 
immediately proceeded to the stables, where 
the large lion, Pasha, leaped on to the back 
of Murat, the jumping horse, and fastened 
bis — ag in his neck and withers. It is 
reported that he has always borne this horse 
a most unaccountable grudge anc invaria- 
bly gave signs of displeasure and disiike 
when within sight of him. The horse’s 
screams rovsed the four attendants—a 
Scotchman named Patterson and three 
Kaftir boys—and, hastily arming themselves 
with stable-forks, they rusbed to the scene 
of tne disturbance, evidently ignorant of the 
numerical strength of the foe they had to 
contend with. These four gallant fellows 
met a fearful death. From the few last dy- 
ing words of one of the Kaffir boys to Mr. 
Fillis, when he arrived upon the scene, it ap- 

ars that he and his mates, when endeavor- 
ing to beat back the lion Pasha, were at- 
tacked from the rear by the three other lions 
and one of ‘the cheetahs; they were then 
literally torn b from limb by the ferocious 
brutes, and the scene of their death 
is one of indescribable horror. Having 
tasted blood, the tions (male and comets) 
tne cheetahs, the wolves, and the leopar 
seemed to regain all the férocity of their 
class, and Mr. Fills’ four Hungarian horses, 
Sang d'Or, Kremis, Lenore, and Etolie, and 
the performing horses Beauty and Black 
Bess fell victims to their lust for blood.

An elephant came 
first, and a few seconds afterward tumbled 
out a confused mob of lions, wolves, hyenas, 
baboons, leopards, cheetahs, and jackals. 

The wolves, with the instinct of their race, 
immediately rushea upon Neison’s horses, 
and two of the lions attacked them also. 
Strange to say, they left the man himself 
un molested, and he man to climb up a 
post at Glover's Athletic Bar and secure his 
safety in one of the rooms. When last he 
saw his horses they were galloping madly 
down the Dutoitspan snorting and 
screaming with fear and pain, followed by 
the wolves and two of the lions.

We have ob- 
tained from Mr. Fuillts—who is, of course, 
terribly distressed by the fearful occurrence 
but bears it as a brave man should—a full 
list of animals at large: Four lions, two 
lionesses, two tigers, three bears, two 
wolves, one hyena, two cheetahs, four jack- 
ais, one el@phant, one camel, and seventeen 
baboons. 

Only two of these animals have as yet 
been accounted for. Mr. Murchison, resid- 
ing on Dutoitspan road, having been awak- 
ened by the noise, was looking out of his bed- 
room window, and seeing a jackall run across 
the yard shot it dead with his revolver.

Is THE SUN GROWING COLD? 


We Cannot Prove That It Is, Notwith- 
standing Great Changes in Climate. 

We want to know whether the sun 1s show- 
ing any symptoms of decay, says the Story 
of the Heavens, Are the days as warm and as 
bright as they were ten years ago, 100 years 
ago? We can find no evidence of any change 
since the beginning of authentic records. [If 
the sun’s heat had perceptibly changed with- 
in the last 2,000 years we should expect to 
find corresponding changes in the distribu- 
tion of plants and animals, but no such 
changes have been detected. 

There is no reason to think that the climate 
of ancient Greece or of ancient Rome was 
appreciably different from the climates of 
the Greece and the Rome that we know at 
this day. The vine and olive grow now 
where they grew 2,000 yearsago. We must 
not, however, lay too much stress on this 
argument, for the effects of slight changes in 
the sun’s heat may have been neutralized by 
corresponding adaptation Pe tue pliable or- 

nisms of cujtivated plants. 

44 f we — certainly conclude is that no 
marked change has taken place in the heat 
of the sun during historical time. But when 
we come to look back into vastly earlier ages 
we find the most copious evidence that the 
earth has undergone great changes in cli- 
mate. Geological records can, on this ques- 
tion, hardly be misinterpreted. Let it is cu- 
rious to note that these changes are bardly 
such as could arise from the ep eee exhaust- 
tion of the sun’s radiation. No doubt in very 
early times we have evidence that the earth’s 
climate must have been much warmer than 
at present. We had the great carboniferous 
epoch, when the temperature must almost 
have been tropical in arctic latitudes. Yet 
it is hardly possible to cite this as eévi- 
dence that the sun was then much more 
powerful, for we are immediately re- 
minded of the glacial epoch when our tem- 
perute zones were incased in sheets of solid 
ice as Northern Greenland is at present. If 
we suppose the sur to have been hotter than 
it is at present to account for the vegetation 
which produced coal, then we ought to as- 
sume the sun to be colder than it is now to 
account for the glacial epoch. It is not rea-

He speaks of flagrant imitations 
of Gounod, Verdi, Auber, and Halévy, and 
adds: As to the general inspiration, it is 
often poor, and this poverty is not atoned 
for by skilifulness of writing or sure com- 
mand of means’’; and as though this were 
not strong enough, he finishes by saying, 
All this only denotes want of care, want of 
labor, want of artistic conscience, and, as I 
said above, too much self confidence.“

Some day or other 
the swelling tones of his strident or- 
chestra will cause one of these heavy 
cantilenas to fall upon the head of the im- 
prudent sleeper. In his ingenuous candor 
M. Godard believes himself the direct heir of 
the classic masters.”

10Wa’S PALACE OF COAL, 


Structure fa Which the Ottumwa 
Exposition Is to Be Held. 
Ottumwa (La.) Correspondence Giobe- Demo- 

crat; Sept. 16, 1890, an exposition will be 

opened here in a building unlike anything 
ever construeted—a building representing 
tre great industry of this section of Iowa. 
coal mining, the principal material used be- 
ing the product of these mines. The Ottum- 
wa Coal Palace was the conception of a few

The palace will be an imposing structure 
260 feet in length, with an average width 
of 130 feet, the main tower lifting itself 

roudly upward over 200 feet. It will be 
built, as the cut indicates, with an archi- 
tectural character of its own, and unlike 
the other palaces of the State—of hay, wood, 
or stubole—tne whole structure will be ve- 
neered with coal, various unique designs be- 
ing woven into the building of jet from the 
output of the various mines about Ottumwa. 
It will be located opposite tnle .“ Depot, 
itself a magouificent structure, on the proper- 
ty owned » | Col. Bailingall, the President of 
the Coal Palace company, known as the 
„% Sunken Park.” Years ago the Des Moines 
River plunged in mighty torrents over the 
spot the palace will adorn. 

A miniature coal mine is to be one of the 
features of the palace, and the excavation is 
most admirably adapted to it. Into the mine 
a shaft will lead from the main tower, over 
150 feet above. The tower at its base 
will be over 40 feet square, and will be 
reached by means of two elevators in the 
semicircular towers toward the front, or by 
a flight of stairs in either of the otner semi- 
circular towers on the rear coruers. From 
tuis point the sichtseer will get into a car, 
just asin a regular mine, when he will be 
lowered through a dark shaft into the sunk- 
en park, where the mules, the miners with 
their lamps and picks, and the coal in Jarge 
veins can be seen, as if in the Foster or Phil- 
lips mines, twenty miles south of the city. 

The palace will be two storiest in height, 
the first being about 25 feet to the ceiling, 
the other reaching to the top of the struct- 
ure, varying from 50 wo 100 feet. In the 
front, or Washington street tower, will be 
the stage, 30x36 feet, ana the main hall, with 
the baiconies ascending direct from the stage 
will give the building a seating capacity of 
from 3,000 to 5,000. On either side of tne 
main room or nave of the building will be 
the spaces above and below for the exhibits 
of the nine surrounding counties—namely: 
Monroe, Appanoose, avis, Keokuk, Ma- 
haska, Lucas, Van Buren, and Jefferson. 
These exhibits are intended to be industrial, 
for the greater part. The coal which will 
cover the building will be from these coun- 
ties. 

The garden will be one of the crowning 
features of thé palace. Like the mme, it 
will be below the level of the street, the 
sloping green from Main street and the depot 
sides being plaated with flowers and plants 
“speliing in large, bold. beautiful letters *Ot- 
tumwa Coal Palace.’ Fountains, delightful 
walks, rich tropical plants and trees will be 
utilized to add to its beauty. 

The palace at night from the exterior will 
present a most striking appearance. Pow- 
erful electric arc lights will flash out 
their brilliancy from each of the towers, 
and each of the many windows will be 
provided with various colored electric lights. 
The work of driving the piling on which the 
structure weill rest has been commenced. It 
will take 700 piles for the foundation, 22 
teet in length, and will require a force 
of twelve men over a fortnight to complete 
this part ot whe work. Various committees 
are busy at workin the contiguous counties 
arranging for their exhibits and are meeting 
with the greatest. success. Each of these 
counties will havo a day of ite own as a spe- 
cial feature. The various railroads running 
into the city will each have aday setapart for 
them, and then there will still be left four- 
teen days for special attracuons. It is in-

COURT FOOLS AS THEY APPEAR IN 
LITERATURE AND HISTORY. 
— 

Origin of the Merry Fellows Who in Cap 
and Bellis Made Life More Bearable tor 
the Medieval Kings—Prophecies That 
Were Hidden in the Apparel of Fools— 
Anecdotes of the Wit and Wisdom of 
Forgotten Yoricks—The Fanmakers of 
the Democracy of Today. 


HE world of fools hath 
such a store 

That he who would not 

see an ass 

Must bide at home and 
close his door 

And break his looking- 

glass. 

So thought Thomas 
Carlyle when he an- 
swered the query as to 
the British population, 
“27 millions, mostly 
foois.” The canny phi- 
losopher’s mind never 
showed the influence 
of German thought 
more than in this ex- 
pression. It sounds 
like a condensation of 
ö Sebastian Brandt’s 
\ i 4 | ‘Shipof Fools,“ which 

* —.— was written at the 
close of the fifteenth century, ana évoked 
the equally famous work of Erasmus, Tu 
Praise of Folly.” Both books were in the 
nature of attacks on religious abuses.of the 
middle ages. Satire of the kind had long 
expressed itself in the amusements of the 
people before it found a voice in the print- 
ing press. The feasts of folly in the middle 
ages, when religious things were mocked 
and sacred ceremonies ridiculed, were, one 
ventures to think, the unconscious protest 
under the gard of mirth of the common 
people’s indignation. 

The Papacy tried at affferent times to put 
an end to the ‘‘feasts of folly,’ but the peo- 
ple insisted on them. They were derived 
from the Roman Saturnalia. Those who 
took part in them were believing Christians; 
but one sees in these mockeries as one looks 
back at them a prefigurementof a later age’s 
excesses, when iconoclasm broke out in fury 
and devastated cathedrals. 

The picturesque fool as we know him in 
romance—the creature with the motley and 
tinkling bells—typitied human intelligence 
masquerading before brute force and await- 
ing an opportunity to assert itself, meantime 
working in an indirect way toward its re- 
demption. Like the first Brutus the human 
mind made itself ridiculous to save itself 
from extinction. It carried as its gift to the 
tuture a worthless reed; and triumphant force 
never suspected that the reed was filled with 
thought of gold. The Fool carried a wooden 
sword or a vauble-crowned stick; and the 
King saw in it no prophecy of what his own 
scepter one day would be. The Fool also 
wore a cowl which evded in the ears of an 
ass, and yet my Lord Abbot saw in it little 
that was offensive, and nothing portentous. 

The Fool was licensed to speak in the iron 
age because he was supposed to be harmless. 
W hat wonder, then, that wisdom often mas- 
queraded in his suit and took advantage of 
tne only outlet for free speech which then 
existed. True the jester, if he stung more 
than he amused, was sometimes whipped, 
butas a rule the ype carly | shared in bis 
laugh, and diplomacy seconded wit. 

e origin of the court fool is hard to 
trace. He is believed.to have flourished in 
the time of the Saxon Kings, and Cortez 
found him at the court of Montezuma. In 
the strict character of a jester he could hard- 
ly have existed in Europe until after the 

me of Charlemagne; for in Kurope up to 
that time the sense of humor had not been 
sufficiently developed to make occasion for a 

professional jester. 
and Normans were s, and were 
‘*gabs’’—whence the expression of today, 
gift of the gab.” The word in medieval 
Latin was “ gabae,” supposed to be derived 
from the classical Latin word “cavilla,” a 
mock or taunt. In the tice of boasting 
the fun-maker may have been developed and 
probably became to the court what Sir Ka 
was in the legends of King Arthur. : 

But whatever was the origin of court fools 
it is certain that the Kings of France pos- 
sessed them before the middie of the four- 
teenth century, and from this time anecdotes 
about them begin to be common. One of 

these stories relates to the victory of Sluys, 
gained over the French fleet by Edward IIL 
in 1340. It is said that no one dared to an- 
nounce this to the French King 1 VI. 
until a court fool undertook the tas En- 
tering the King’s chamber he kept mutter- 
ing to himself, but loud enougt to be heard: 
“Those cowardiy Englisn! The chick- 
ev-hearted Britons!” “How 80, cousin!“ 
the King inquired. ‘Why.’ replied 
the fool. because they have not courage 
enough to jump into the sea, like your French 
soldiers, who went over headlong from their 
ships, leaving those to the enemy, who 
showed no inclination to follow them.” The 
King thus became aware of the full extent of 
his calamity. 

It was with the court fool that the costume 
was introduced which has ever since been 
considered as the charac c mark of 
foily. The motley gine was probably 
worn witb the aim of satirizing one of the 
fashions of tne fourteenth century, as were 
also the bells. In the illustration copied from 
Wrignv’s History of Caricature and Gro- 
tes que, may be seen the court fool in one 
variety of costume. The cowl or cap is fitted 
with asses’ ears. There are bells to the 
slecves. 

The institution of the court fool was car- 
ried to its greatest degree of perfection dur- 
ing the tifteenth 9 it only expired in 
the age of Louis’ XIV. It often happened 
that a dwarf held the position. is de- 
formity gave the courtiers an occasion to 
taunt him, and this cruel ridicule often put a 
bitter edge on his own wit. 

Some Curious Anecdotes. 

The Popes had their fools, and so for that 
matter had the Archbishop of Canterbury 
after the Reformation. 

There is a story told of Cardinal Wolsey 
that he was traveling one day with his fool, 
Patch, at his side, when he was overtaken by 
a messenger from the King. The Cardinal 
was in disfavor, and the messenger brought 
him with the lester a ring as a token of res- 
toration to the royal grace. Wolsey was 
overjoyed, and wondered what he 
coula send to Henry in return. 
His eye fell on Patch and he was overjoyed. 
„ Whp, this fool is worth £1,000; In send 
him.“ Despite all poor Patch’s expostulations, 
for he was devotedly attached to Wolsey— 
the master who could be as sweet as sum- 
mer“ to his dependents—he was packed off 
with his sad heart to make the King merry. 

Tne portrait of Will Somers, another fool 
belonging to Henry VIIL, still hangs at 
Hampton court. 

A pathetic incident in English history is 
the tidelity of Heywood, Queen Mary’s fool, 
who remained with ner through the dark 
hours preceding her death and soothed her 
with music. . 

Muckle John, fool to Charles L, was the 
last court jester in England. 

His predecessor, Archie Armstrong, in 1637 
had been punished oy “having his coat 
puiled over his bead“ (whatever that may 
mean) and had been dismissed—ail for mak. 
ingapun. There are some people who will 
think that he ought to have been . beheaded. 
At any rate, it was heid that he insuited 
Archbishop Laua im offering this toast, 
God for us all, and little Laud to the Devil.” 

In the time of the Second Charles, about 
1660, fools had become obsolete at court, to 
judge by the followmg epigram on Cibber, 
the actor, who was poet laureate of the day: 
In merry old England it one was the rule, 

The King had his poet and also his fool, 
But now we're so frugal, I'd have you to know it. 
That Cibber can serve both for foo! and for poet. 

Tne nobles must have kept up the practice 
longer than the court, as Dicky Pierce, the 
Earl of Suffolk’s fool, died as late as 1778. and 
Dean Switt helped to immortalize him by 
writing his epitaph.

In Shakspeare’s Pages. 

Shakspeare, like Charles Lamb, loved a 
touch of tne motiey,” and used it freely in 
many a scene, joyous or sad, of medieval 
romance. The growth of his genius may be 
traced in the evolution of his humor as illus- 
trated in his fools. First came those clownish 
servants, half-stupid, half-cuuning, like 
Launce, Speed, the Dromios, etc. hey do 
not wear the motley though it would well be- 
come them. Their mirth has the careless- 
ness of youth, and the coarseness of the 


earth. 3 : 

Next comes the courtly fools, like Touch- 
stone in “As You Like It.“ feste in 
„Twelftu Night,” the former something of a 
politician, and the latier a little of a poet. 
They are a satire on their surroundings, In 
both plays they make the self-supposed wise 
men look foolish. a 

But Shakspeare was at the height—per- 
haps among the clouds—of his genius when 
he conceived Lear’s poor boy, and placed 
the simple face beside that of crazed 
majesty. Of ali the contrasts in which 
the dramatist delighted there is not one 80 
daring or so terrible as that picture in the 
storm where these two extremes of life the 
fool and King—are cheek by jow! in common 
misery.

, HE man who enlists in 
the United States 
army through an over- 
dose of literature of 
the Lever stamp and 
finds in Charlie O’ Mal- 
ley or Tom Burke an 
exempliticawon of the 
soldier’s life is wont, 
alter a Saturday 
spent as a recruit 
at David's Island, 
New York Harbor, to 
wish the Irish author 
and bis character in a 

place where the verdure of the ever green 
isle would soon shrivel up. 
The recruiting officers in the Eastern cities 


empty the catch of their drag-nets into this 


little sea-girt spot, whence ittakes a sec- 
ond Leander to escape. The plan of the 
autnorities isto remove for tne first few 
weeks the possibility of desertion, hoping 
that after the preliminary homesickness has 
passed with it will go the desire to get 
away. Werehis duties only those of a sol- 
dier the recruit might stand his diet of hash, 
tough beef, butterless bread, and weak cof- 
fee, and stick by the service, but aftera 
Saturday morning’s work pumping water 
into officers’ cisterns, scrubbing floors, 
sweeping walks, and shoveling coal, the 
haif mile of cold water between him and lib- 
erty loses much of its terror. 
During the winter months there are about 
700 recruits at Duvid's Island, packed to- 
gether like dominoes in a box in little frame 
buildings. They form a turbulent crowd, 
for as yet army discipline has been but little 
felt. No known nationality is unrepresented, 
and perhaps one-third of those present as 
they glance through the Nittle windows of 
their quarters at the staff on the general 
parade see for the second time in their lives 
the flag whose honor they have sworn to up- 
hold. Their first glimpse of its blue and red 
and white was obtained in the back streets of 
some low city quarter where the grime of 
smoking chimneys had blackened its folds.

The non-commis- 
sioned officers—old soldiers most of them— 


. whose duty it is to break in the new hands, 


have a task which few men would take with- 
out double their pay and allowances. Were 
it not for the fear of the guaru-house life on 
the island would be a ceaseless round of riot. 
Tne Americans have some influence, and it 18 
not always in the line of moral suasion. A 
boid Britisher, who had once taken the 
Queen’s shilling only to jump her service at 
tne first opportunity to esca to America, 
threw in his lot with Uncle Sam. He was a 
surly, mutinous chap, whose vocabulary con- 
tained few words save those savoring of 
gore an the oft-repeated suggestion that some 
one should“ blast his bloody h’eyes.” 

One day this son of Britain gathered about 
him a few kindred spirits, exotics from his 
own soil, and, after some remarks about the 
danger of treading on the tail of the British 
lion, stated that the American flag was fit 
for use only as a handkerchief (or words to 
that effect), A lanky Maine lumberman, 
American to the heart’s core, overheard the 
remark, jumped from his bunk, grabbed 
the Englishman, and, with a mighty 
effort, hurled him bodily through the 
window.

The 
fact that he wasa recruit saved him from 
Leavenworth and its military prison. 

A marked devotion to duty on the part ofa 
recruit does not always meet with that recog- 
nition which if given would prove a power- 
ful lever to raise the standard of service. 
The David's Island guard-house is the re- 
ceptacle for deserters arrested in New York 
City. Before their trial they are, employea 
under charge of a sentinel in the gathering 
and disposal of garbage. Escape for them is 
impossible, save in the winter months when 
the channel is frozen over. At such a time 
the recruit sentinel has to keepa wary eye 
out for breaks.“ A country lad undergo- 
ing his first tour of guard duty was placed in 
charge of two of these deserters. Being new 
to the work be failed to keep at the 
reguiation distance from his prisoners, 
and one of them, seizing an opportunity 
and a garbage barrel awthe same time, turned 
the latter over the sentinei’s head and 
wrenched his musket from his grasp. The 
guard was now the prisoner. He was driven 
down to the ive and at the bayonet’s point 
was forced across to the mainland. Here he 
was wld to return, but the recruit’s mind 
was an active one and he told his former 
prisoner that a return for him meant the 
guard-house and a heavy punishment for 
negiect of duty, ana that he would like to cast 
his lot with theirs. 

They consented, and, after chopping a hole 
in the ice with the bayonet and dropping the 
musketinto the sound, they made for the 
nearest town. Relying on the recruit’s fear 
to return tney told him of their plans, which 
was to make direct for Boston a train to 
be taken at a small way station. After they 
had entered a saloon the recruit showed a 
supply of money, and, on the plea of buying 
some civilian's clothes for the party, left the 
groggery, but instead of making for a tailor- 
shop he headed through a patch of wood for 
a farm-house and there securing a horse he 
yond that at which the deserters were 
to board tne train. A constabie’s 
services were next secured, and to- 
getner they took up quarters at the 
depot. The incoming train was flagged, and 
the deserters seized, ironed, and sent back 
under guard to the island. Notwithstanding 
the reparation made by the recruit for his 
carelessness in tbe first instance he was 
forced to share fora week the prison quar- 
ters of the 3 He was then released 
by order only to d that his pay for six 
weeks had been stopped and returned to the 
United States Treasury to satisfy the Gov- 
ernment for the loss of the musket. That 
recruit was full of the stuff of wich good 
soldiers are made, but disheartened by his 
treatment he deserted in sheer aisgust. 

Men bent on desertion are not deterred by 
difficulties great or dangerous. At the out- 
set of the blizzard that nearly turned New 
York and its harbor on end in March, 1888, 
two recruits who had tired of garrison life 
took desperate chances to gain their freedom. 
There were premonitions of the approuching 
storm on every hand; the wind had strength- 
ened and by its shifting course had roused 
the waters of the sound even in sheltered 
spots to turbulence, The night was as black 
asarook. The chain of sentinels was swung 
round the island's shore, but no one of the 
guardsmen saw beyond his b vonet's point.

that there 1s some play and not all weary 
toil with strict discipline and short rations 
for the Jack Tar of the United States navy. 
The young man who talked to Taz Trinuns 
representative was on the Vandaiia when 
she went to the bottom of the Apia Har- 
bor in the squali that struck the American 
fleet there about a year ago. 

Every man-of-war in the United States 
navy has its racing boat and racing crew. 
The boat is usually the regular fourteen- 
oared ship’s boat, which is the representa- 
tive racing boat of all naval vessels. The 
racing crew is kept in trim, and a member 
of that crew is not called on to do ordinary 
service in the boat when it can be avoided. 
So it is a forturate man who can command a 
place in the racing crew of a naval vessel. 

Of all the ractag boats in the United States 
navy that of the Vandalia was the most suc- 
cessful and the most feared, not alone by the 
Americans, but by English war vessels as 
well. The boat was called the Deering, 
and it is astriking coincidence that it was 
the oldest as weil as the heaviest ship’s boat 
in ail the United Statea navy. Her weizht 
was 2,400 pounds, She was over twenty vears 
old, and of all the races in which she had been 
rowed in that long time she never suffered a 
single defeat. 

One of the Deering’s most noted races and 
one of her last was during the last cruise of 
the U. S. S. Vandalia in the harbor of Monte- 
video. She defeated the racing boat of H. M. 
S. Frodic with the heaviest possible odds 
against her. The Englishmen knew the repu- 
tation of the Deering, and when the Van- 
dalia steamed into Montevideo a challenge 
came over from the Frodic, which was one 
of an English fleet lying in the harbor. The 
race was rowed over a five-mile-and-turn 
course for $650 a side and won by the Deer- 
ing. The Englishmen used a boat belonging 
to the Captain of the port which weighed 
1,300 pounds, or but a little more than half 
the weight of the Deering. The Deering’s 
crew slipped alongside for this race without 
a day’s practice, the Englishmen’s challenge 
being so worded that not a stroke of practice 
work could be pulled. fhe crew in the Eu- 

lish boat was not from the Frodic either, 

ut picked from the Engiish ships then in 
=~ harbor, of which there were three or 
our. 

The race between the American and En- 
glish crews created considerable excitement 
in Montevideo, and a general holiday was 
observed the day the race wasrowed. At 
night the city was ablaze with. bonfires in 
honor of the famous old Deering and her 
crew. The Spanish girls of the ctty idolized 
the blue jackets,” and one could not be in- 
duced to notice an Englishman when a 
Yankee was on shore. 

Sportin we navy is not by any means con- 
fined to boat-racing. Base-ball has as strong 
a hold on the mind of the athietic youth who 
wears Uncle Sam’s navai uniform as any on 
the Jand. Every American war vessel has 
its base-bali nine, and while their games are 
not scheduled to take place at given points 
on given dates they. nevertheless play good 
ball and keep a record of. the games. The 
Vandalias might play another ship’s nine in 
Montevideo and the next in an African port. 

The Vandalia carried the crack base-ball 
nine of the waz as welt as the champion 
racing crew. e last ball playing of any 
note done by the Vandalia’s nine was in the 
Sandwich Islands. The ship lay in the Hon- 
olulu harbor for thirteen months. During 
this period the Vandalia nine played every 
war ship’s nine that entered the port, win- 
ning every game, including the champion- 
ship of the Pacific Station. They were then 
challenged by the dlubs in the Sandwich 
Island league and defeated in one, two, three 
order the Honolulus, Stars, and Hawaii. The 
people on the Sandwich Islands ars as crazy 
on the subject of base-ball as anybody ever 
dared to be in the States, and thereis not a 
bigger base-ball crank to be found in all Chi- 
cago than tne King of the islands himself.

When the Vandalia boys pulled down the 
Pacific Station championship and then de- 
feated his own crack clubs the King set 
about scheming to win a game. A nine was 
selected from the three clubs mentioned and 
pitted against the Vandalias, who lost two 
of three games played with them. It is said 
that the King danced with joy when he final- 
ly witnessed the defeat of the V andalias. 

The old-time sport indulged in by JackTar 
when the ship crosses the equator is enjoyed 
to its full extent by the. boys in the navy. 
When crossing the line every Captain gives 
his ship over to the crew for one day, and 
every person on board who has not aiready 
crossed the equator must be baptized and in- 
itiated into the order of True Sons of Nep- 
tune.. If one has crossed the line he must 
prove it to Father Neptune. Even the ship’s 
officers are not exempt from the initiating 
exercises. Father Neptune and his staff are 
in full command, and it is useless to try to 
evade the process of initiauon. The order 
of exercises is as follows: 

The unfortunate is first shaved, the lather 
used being made of lampblack and grease. 
Then he is spilled over backward into the 
boom cover, which is filled with water. Half 
a dozen of Father Neptune’s staff souse him 
under the water until (in their judgment) he 
is initiated. Sometimes their judgment is 
bad and the man comes near drowning, but 
Father Neptune is master of ceremonies and 
when he gives the word the ducking ceases.

Some of the uninitiated hide away to avoid 
the introduction to the order, but Father 
Neptune has a squad of detectives who scour 
the ship for stowaways. Men sometimes 
crawl up on top of the big boilers of tne Ves- 
sel, but they are routed out by lighting the 
fires under them. Others will climb into the 
rigging higher than they have ever been 
known to go before.

Is a College Education of Advantage to 8 : 


Business-Man?—The Presidents of Har- 
vard, Williams, and Brown Discuss the 
Queestion—Gen. Francis A. Walker, Ex- 
Superintendent of the Census and Pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Admits No Discussion. .

The practical question whether a college 
education is advantageous to a business-man 
is one of especial interest at this time when 
so many young men in all parts of the coun- 
try are either preparing to enter college or 
are leaving tne universities for business life. 

From time to time the views of business- 
men on this topic have been expressed in es- 
says and in speeches, but the views of 
the best educated men of the country 
themselves, the leaders of the college side, 
have not been put forward. The following 
articles supply that want, and it is interest- 
ing to note that the representative college 
Presidents discuss the question on a broad 
rather than a partisan basis. The references 
made by President Audrews of Brown and 
President Carter of Williams to Mr. Joseph 
W harton’s views apply to his recent address 
at the Wharton School of Flaance ia Pull 
adelphia when he asserted that “a very 
small proportion of the successful business- 
men of this country have been college grad- 
uates and a very small portion of the college 
graduates are successful busmess-men,“ and 
when he ad vocated an evoluuon of our col- 
lege system“: 

The President of Harvard College. 

No education can supply a youth with 
natural shrewdness and good judgment, 
but college education makes of a youth who 
possesses those natural faculties a much 
more effective man of business than he would 
be without that education. 

Iam not sure that thorough mental train- 
ing helps a man to buv and sell profitably in 
ordinary trade; but itis clear that in every 
business which is conducted on a large scale 
and dhe refore demands administrative power, 
the college-bred men have a great advan- 
tage. They get a large share of the highest 
positions in maaufacturing, mining, raiiroad- 
ing, insuring, and banking all over the coun- 
try. Cuaries W. E ror. 

The President of Brown University. 

There is muchin Mr. Wharton’s address, 
as reported, with which I should agree. He 
is perhaps, however, in danger of torgetting 
certain things. Collegiate education might 
be justified even were it admitted or proved 
not the best sort of training for young men 
intending a business life. Not ail men are to 
be business-men in the narrow acceptation 
of that term, and it is greatly more impor- 
tant thoroughiy to educate men than to edu- 
cate mere business-men. Mr. Wharton, also, 
Isnould think, loses sight of the change 
which is rapidiy taking place in college 
methods. We secure nowadays in college 
work an originality, a power of application, 
a first hand grasp upon knowlege, of which, 
I presume, he has littie idea. These traits 
and others which could be named are, so far 
as they go, indispensabie qualifications for a 
business life. . 

On the other hand, those who might feel 
like opposing Mr. Wharton would do well 
toremember one or two facts. Who can 
deny that a vast deal of pedunotry, superfi- 
ciality, and narrowness has hitherto charac- 
terized collegiate education? It has beea in 
many respects needlessly unpractical and 
dry, as well as stupidly conservative. These 
qualities we are having the good fortune rap- 
idly to lay aside. The refonm is destined to 
be a sweeping one. It will extend not only 
to the methods but to the matter of educa- 
tion. We shall fiad that without swerving 
at all from the central purpose of buiiding 
through education the nobiest manhood, it is 
still possible to introdtce morethan has hitn 
erto been done subjects of a practical nature, 

Let busifess-men become actually ac. 
quainted with college work and let college 
men take their criticisms into kindly consid 
eration. We shall sooner or later see eye to 
eye.

Massachusetts Institute of ‘ echnology.

It is a question not easy of solution exactly 
how far che college course as at present ar- 
ranged helps the man intending to go into 
business. The question whether the college 
has kept pace with the changing conditions 
of the country and tne increasing demand 
tor men of high and special traming for bus- 
iness, Mr. Wharton answers positively in the 
negative. I happen to know séveral — 
graduates occupying the foremost places in 
large business concerns, and could mention 
one in Phila ielphia about 45 years of age 
who has for several years managed admirabiy 
a business greatin al! senses. This would 
seem to prove that the college course may be 
nol a hindrance but a positive aid towards a 
successful business career. 

It would be possible, doubtless, to show a 
large number of college graduates who on 
leaving college seemed unpractical and help- 
less, Very likely some of them were ver 
good schoiars in college, Butit does not fol- 
low that, if they had pursued a course of 
study the best adapted to prepare for busi- 
ness that successful business-men could pre- 
scribe, they would not on its compietion have 
been equally helpless. The helplessness may 
be in the composition of the man. Certainly 
some knowledge of history and economy, 
some strengthening of the logical powers by 
algebra, geometry, and other mathematics, a 
large knowledge of modern languages (if we 
include the English in that term), above ail 
that training of the judgment which the 
translation of Latin gives when mastered by 

rears of study, some knowledge of the -vorid 

in which we live, its chemistry, physics, 
and triology, and some understanding of 
mind, its powers, and processes, and espe- 
cially of ethics, cannot be unsuccessful. Ali 
the factors may be more helpful to the man 
who is to have large control than to sub- 
ordinates. All cannot be at the head, 

But I doubt whether for those who make 
the most of the college course and have latent 
talent for business this broad, iberalizmg 
training will not help more to eminence in 
business than special lines of preparation. 
Even the Greek has not been lost in some of 
the best business-mén whom I know. 

There is another question involved. How 
far shall a man deny himself the power and 
enjoyment that come to a citizen and a gen- 
tleman from this ijiberal training for the 
sake of special training? Were it proved 
that simpie money-making might be more 
rapid if the years given to this liboral train- 
ing were given to something else, would it 
follow that ousiness as a profession, the in- 
fluence of business-men as a body, wotlid be 
purer, stronger, more helpful to the commu- 
nity without it? Would the men themselves 
be stronger or happier? have believed that 
the business-men of the future are to come 
from the coile But then they must be 
trained men, disciplined and developed in ali 
mental directions, not overfead mollusks. 
Undoubtedly a course or two of lectures hay- 
ing special reference to methods, usages, and 
laws of business might be protitably added 
to the present curriculum. But whatever 
scheme proves most certain to ennoble busi- 
ness or fit men for ite eunobling activities 
the college pf$fessors will welcome and bid 
it godspeed.

THE DEATH PLANT OF JAVA. 


Its Perfume Sometimes Kills Animals and 
Produces Torpor in Man. 
Philadelphia Time: A magnificent kali 
mujah, or death t of Java, has been re- 
cently received dd Savannah by Mrs. Madi- 
son Black. This specimen, which is the only 
living one that has ever been brought to this 
country, was seat Mrs, Black by her brother 
Jerome Hendricks, who went out as a mission- 
‘ary to that island. The kali mujah is found 
only in the voicanic districts of Java and 
Sumatra, and then butrarely. It growsfrom 
two to three and a half feet in height, with 
long, slender stems, armed with thorns near- 
ly an inch long, and covered with broad sat- 
in-smooth leaves of a heart shape and ofa 
delicate emeraid on one side and blood red, 
streaked with c on the owner. > 
The flowers of the death plant are 
milk-white, and cup-like, being about the size 
and depth of a large coffee cup and having 
the rim guarded by fine brier-like thorns. 
The peculiarity of the plant lies in these 
flowers, which, beautiful as they are, distil! 
continually a deadly perfume so powerful as 
to overcome, if inhaled any length of time, a 
full-grown man, and killing all forms of in- 
sect life approaching it. The me, 
though more p nt, is as sickeningly sweet 
as chloroform, which it greatly resembles in 
effect, producing insensibility, bat convuis- 
ing at the same time the muscles of the face, 
especially those about the mouth and eyes, 
drawing the former up into a n. An in- 
halation is followed by violent headache and 
ringing in the ears, which gives way to a 
temporary deafness, often total while it lasts. 
Other plants seem to shun the kali mujah, 
which might be termed the Ishmael of tne 
vegetable kingdom, for it grows isolated 
from every other form of vegetation, though 
the soil about it may be fertile. All insects 
and birds instiuctively seem to avoid all con- 
tact with it, but when accident approach- 
ing it have been observed to to the 
earth, even when as far from it as three feet, 
and, unless at once removed, soon die, evinc- 
5 * same symptoms as when ethérized.

The Rev. Dr. Withrow of the Third Pres- 
byterian Church departs from the custom of 
his denomination and wears a robe in the 
pulpit. Like his neighbor, Dr. Noble, he is

This department of the exhibi- 
tion having received the attention of THA TRIB- 
UNE in its first review, it remains now to study 
the landscapes and marines which, iike the fig 
ures, fill one with a sense of joyous exuberance 
and delight in life. By no means monotonous in 
color or theme, they indicate the possession by 
our painters of an independént senseof vision, 
each one studying nature for himself and owing 


or system of colors. A reverence for the out-of. 
door world, clad in gorgeous hues, lit by glow: 
ing sunlight, is the one general characteristic of 
pictures widely diverse in inspiration and sen- 
tment. Evidently these are not the works of 
studio-slaves, but of men who, as a rule, take 
easel and palette out to the woods and fields, 
in order that they may catch the most 
subtle flashes of light, the vaguest sug: 
gestions of color. 40ne is convinced of the sin- 
cerity of the study, whether the result is ex- 
pressed in the swift, daring strokes of the keen- 
eyed impressionists or with the conscientious, 
laborious acoufacy of men of a colder tempera- 
ment. 

William M. Chase sends several delightful 
glimpses of both sea and shore. The gray ex- 
panse of smooth water in his Sail-boat at Au- 
chor is handled with admirable skill and re- 
serve. On the Beach is a clever little study 
of gray sands and surf, and the Long Island 
Landscape 16 @ bright bit of blue and green, 
While At Kathleen Villa“ is one of his brill- 
iant dlooming garden scenes, with sunlight dap- 
pling its lawns and flower beds, and shining on 
the white figure of Mercury in the midst Won- 
derfully fresh and spontaneous in sen- 
timent are Dennis M. Bunker's studies 
‘by field and stream. “Wild Asters” 
and “A Mesdow Brook“ are particularly 
inspiring im their simple exuberant joyousness 
—the joyousness of blue flowing waters and 
growing flowers; and The Old Garden,” with 
its wild luxuriance of green overgrowing the old 
gray house and lit up by scarlet flowers, is a cool 
and shady summer refuge. “A Winter Land- 
scape,"’ by Theodore Robinson, which took the 
Webb prize in New York as the best landscape 
exhibited, is a beautiful little snow-study, not 
monotonously blue and white, but flashing with 
a thousand colors reflected from 3 brilliant sky 
and concentrated in the poetic distance—a spark- 
ling bit of originality, indicating the untried re- 
sources of color which exist in snow. 

Childe Hassam has studied these resources 
under different conditions. The falling flakes in 
one of his beautifully toned street scenes. “Fifth 
Avenue and the'Snow,” soften the black figures to 
biue, ana spread a delicate gray veil over the vivid 
picturesqueness of the street. His Purisian 
street scene is even better, possibiy, though the 
subject lacks the charm of familiarity. Here 
we have the thick mistof a winter afternoon, 
dimly penetrated by yellow lights, and bright- 
ened by happy touches of orange. This artist 
shows us whe beauty that lies all about us n 
our common city streets, awaiting only iis 
prophet, its revealer. Willard L. Metcalf, in 
»The Village Street,“ chooses the more obyious 
picturesqueness of a quaint old town in France, 
with its mossy wall and its pink-roofed houses 
lit by the fading sunsetas it yields to the risen 
moon. The restful scene is feelingly rendered, 
the atmosphere and the broad smooth road being 
suggested with admirable skill. In several 
smaller landscapes also this artist reveals his in- 
timate sympathy with nature. 

William A, Coffin has astyle all his own, and 
he chooses phases of nature which others rarely 
attempt. 
Thunder-Shower is an immense subject, a 
veritable tour de foree,if one considers that 
splendor of light on the fields and of darkness in 
the sky.

„Summer Rain is another notable little thing. 
Benjamin R. Fitz, whose talent is remarkable in 
many directions, gives us in The Lane and in 
“September Evening two beautifully-toned 
studies of nature, the one green as summer, the 
other golden as autumn. William Sartain's 
“Old Tree” is full ot strong and sober feeling. 
poetically suggested. Dwight W. Tryon's silvery 
little “Morning in May” is a pretty study, 
though scarcely up to this artist's level. A 
“Wood Interior.“ by Irving R. Wiles, is a clever 
study of autumn coloring, though hardly so de- 
lightful as that gray green bit, A Wire Fence,” 
which is a pearl, a prize, perfect and 
exquisite. Leonard Ochtman sends two or 
three interesting pictures. “A Moonlight 
Fantasy.“ with its distant church alight, is 
cleverly wrought, still more October Tints” 
and “Summer.” Henry G. Dearth loves the 
pink-and-vlue woods of nature, and interprets 
her sunset flushes with tender sympathy, though 
in Evening he offers a colder theme. Oliver 
Dennett Grover has a beautiful little twilight 
„Landscape, whose soft, sunset colors are 
fading away under the crescent moon. Jules V. 
Guerin, in The Rising Moon,” plays a delicate, 
plaintive melody on silver strings. Lyell Carr’s 
“Storm” shows admirably the sweep of winds 
over marshes and swaying grass. Will H. Low’s 


Another garden scene, more 
methodically wrought, is Rosebushes by the 
Moat,” by James M. Barnsley. Ruger Donoho’s 
brilliantly-tinted “November” and his purple- 
toned forest-nook, “Grousé Cover,“ are strikingly 
original and suggestive.

John H. Twachtman has a delightful study 
of biue waters. At the Wart,“ exquisite- 
ly spontaneous and delicatg; and F. D. 
Sutton’s Fire Island Beach is a glimpse of 
pearly blue waters that roll as softly as clouds, 
Charles A. Platzs Dutch River” might almost 
be the theme for an etching, though it is welcome 
in its presentshape; out bis Landscape is a 
vigorous effort in color, though one might ques- 
tion the composition. “Gioucester Harbor,” by 
Stephen Parrish, 1s spacious in effect and good in 
tone, though the water is painted in a perfunctory 
way unsuggesttve of careful study.
